The Third International Conf erence^ on Adult Education 
in the context of live-long education was held in Tokyo from July 25 
to August 7^ 1972, Those attending the Conference examined the 
following topics: main trends in adult education during the last ten 
years; adult education as a factor in the democratization of 
education and in economic^ social and cultural development • its role 
and place in integrated educational systems within the context of 
life long education; policies for the development of adult education: 
planning^ administration and financing; new methods and techniques; 
utilization of the major communication media; mobilization and 
training of personnel required for the expansion of adult education 
through international co-operation. This document^ which contains the 
recommendations made by the Conference^ describes the broad lines and 
the results of its work and indicates to what extent and by what 
means these recommendations could be given effect in the 
Organization's medium- and short-term programs^ if the General

DIRECrOR-GElffiRAL'S REPOET ON THE THIRD 
INTERNATIONAL OONEERENCE ON ADULT EDUCATION 



In accordance with resolution I.5I, paragrajii (a), adopted by the General 
Conference at its sixteenth session, the Third International Conference 
on Adult Education in the context of life-long education was held in 
Tbkyo from 25 July to 7 August 1972. Those attending the Conference 
examined the following topics: main trends in adult education during the 
last ten years; adult education as a factor in the democratization of 
education and in economic, social and cultural development - its r8le 
and place in integrated educational systems within the context of life- 
long education; policies for the development of adulTi education: 
planning, administration and financing; new methods and techniques; 
utilization of the major corrmunication media; mobilization and training 
of personnel required for the expansion of adult education through 
international co-operation. 

This document, which contains the reconmendations made by the Con- 
ference, describes the broad lines and the results of its work and 
indicates to what extent and by what means these reconniendations could 
be given effect in the Organization's medium- and short-term programmes, 
if the General Conference so decides.

2. This Ctoference was a seouel to the Second World Conference on Adult B'.ca- 

h«vina k"' ! ^^^^ (Canada) in 196O, the First International Cont'erence 

having been held at Elsinore (Denmark) in I949. 

3. The Conference dealt with the highly complex trends in adult education which 
have become apparent over the last ten years, the immediate tasks confronting 

it and its place and r8le in integrated life-long education systems. 

h. The number of problems dealt with was very large, the situation varied from 
country to country, and there were differences in ideological oxid practical 
approach but, despite all this, agreement on the most important ideas and issues 
was reached in the discussions - an undeniable encourager-ent for the continuation 
and development->of international co-operation in this field, which ought to be 
consideraoly expanded. 

5. The, Conference showed how much ideas had advanced over the past ten years 
with the notion of life-long education as a starting-point. In accordance 

with this principle, the Conference was able to determine the bases on which 
policies, plans and programmes should be established and to outline possible 
solutions to the major problems of education as a whole and adult education in 
particular. 

6. First and foremost, the Conference reaffirmed that ad\.ilt" education should 
-^e_an_int egral part of an all-embracing, continuous educational pro gramme. 

of which it is a sub-system just as the schools are; It should consequeKtlF 
be given greater resources, both human and financial. Besides this, schools 
and school-teachers should, in their own interests, be more closely associated 
with adult education activities, and universities should play a greater part in 
this field. 

7. The Conference particularly stressed the need to broaden access to adult 
feducatiqn, particularly for underprivileged groups and categories, in the 

forefront of whom are illiterate town-dwellers and, above all, illiterate people 
in rural areas. 

8. The Conference also emphasized that adults should be encouraged to partici- 
Jgate in defining the aims of their own studies as well as in organizing and 

conducting them, and that a relationship of association and mutual instruction 
should be established between teachers and taught. 

9. Divergent views were expressed about what is conventionally known as func- 
tional education and, particularly, functional literacy, some delegates 

fearing that ^ a restrictive and strictly economic interpretation would be placed 
on the term functionality". The Conference was reminded, however, that, in 
accordance with its humanistic purpose, Unesco takes the idea of functionality 
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in its widest sense, bearing in mind the relationship betv^eon education and 
society *s needs and also that between education and the motivations and aspira- 
tions of the individual. 

10. Observing that the strength of adult education lies in its diversity of 
content, form and executing agency as well as in its adaptability to the 

needs of a particular situation and socio-economic context^, tiie Conference ex- 
pressed the view that the important part played by non-governmental bodies in 
this connexion should be recognized, although the activities carried on by the 
various institutions should be co-ordinated. 

11. The Conference also stressed tvio points - the interdependence of adult educa- 
tion and cultiH'al aevelopment, and the need to make better use of the mass 

media; it was probably in relation to these points that the Conference developed 
most fully ideas already put forward In the past. 

12. Lastly, sho\ri.ng an awareness of one of the great concerns of our times, the 
Conference recognized that the study of envirortRental problems should in 

future be one of the objectives of adult education. 

15. Two of the principal steps v/hich the Conference thought should be taken by 
governments are of a world-wide nature. Firstly, the priority which the' 
Conference recommends should be given to adult education will not become a reality 
unless it is recognized that this form of education must be integrated into the 
overall planning of education , which itself is part of the gene i' ^ planning of 
econom ic and social development . Secondly, adult education wiilnco be fully 
effective unless sui table institutions are established, grouped together into 
flexible and co-ordinated systems • 

Ih. In mafctng its recommendations, the Conference considered that Unesco should 
be entrusted with important tasks of four different kinds: 

(1) The Organization should be the centre of a world system of docum*^nta- 
oion, analysis and the dissemination of information on significant 
achievements in adult education. ' 

(ii) It should continue to promote the ideas and research required for the 
renewal of adult education. 

(iii) Within the context of operational assistance to Member States, Unesco 
should scrive to provide assistance of a high standard, principally 
with a view to the preparation of policies, plans and programmes for 
the expansion of adult education and for the training of qualified 
staff. 

(iv) Lastly, Unesco should give the international community more frequent 
opportunities to concert its efforts. 

15. The twenty-seven recommendations made by the Conference to Unesco arc 
analysed below in the light of fhese considerations. 
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II 

The following recommendations are in line with the action or certain activi- 
ties proposed in draft documents 17 C/k and 17 C/5: 

Recommendation 2 - The aims of adult education 

This Recommendation defines the principal courses of action which the Con- 
ference would like to see adopted both by Member States and by Unesco All 
Unesco s adult education activities, more especially those mentioned in 
paragraph 1312 of document 17 C/5, will be carried out with a view to attain 
ing the objectives so defined. aouoxu- 

Reconmendation 6 - Measures to promote the education of workers 

Bils Recommendation primarily concerns Member States. An increase of aid 
provided by Unesco in this field to the most under-privilaged groutDs is pro- 
vided for In section 1.1k of documents Yr C/k and 17 C/5 (Equality of Access 
to Education). Increased aid may also be provided when the activities 
mentioned in paragraphs 1312, 1315 and I316 of document I7 C/5 are being 
carried out (see also the comments on Recommendations 2, k and 3I) . 

Recommendation 8 - Recognition of adult education as an essentia l sector of 

the educational system ar d strengthe ning Unesco 's actinn 
in this field . 

This Recommendation deals with the problem of promoting the idea of life- 
long education and, as a consequence, with strengthening the Organization's 
adult education activities. These highly important aims are the subject 
of the general conclusions set forth in this report. They are covered by 
the provisions of draft documents 17 C/k and I7 C/5 and by the proposals 
made in this document, which complement them and aim to increase the 
opportunities for education available to adults and also to improve - and 
therefore renew - adult education as regards administration, finance, con- 
tent, means and methods. The achievement of these aims ar.d the execution 
of the relevant activities will concern not only one particular unit of the 
Secretariat, but all the competent services, including the regional centres 
and offices for education, IBE, the International Institute for Educational 
Planning and the Hamburg Institute. At the beginning of the next biennium 
the International Advisory Committee for Out-of-School Education will state 
what measures it considers appropriate for the effective implementation of 
the projects provided for in the prograranie (cf. document 17 C/5, para- 
graph 1307). 

Recommendation 10 - G reater priority to adult edu c ation in the programme of 

Unesco and in international aid. 

The first two provisions of this Recommendation are similar to those in 
Recommendations h and 8. 

In the case of the third provision, the Secretariat vrf.ll ccsntinue to 
encourage agencies concerned with bilateral and miiltilateral fin^cing to 
give a higher degree of priority to national adult education programmes. 
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These efforts, however, may have very little effect if the competent 
authorities in the Member States do not themselves urge upon these agencies 
the national needs in this matter and stress the fact that investments in . 
adult education give an immediate return. 

Recommendation 11 - Education for culturd fulfilment 

Due accotmt vd.ll be t^en; in carrying out the adult education programme, 
of the pertinent recomii:>endations adopted by the intergovernmental conferences 
on cultural policy held in Venice and Helsinki. Certain measures (to en- 
courage better use of establishments such as museums, librarits, etc, in 
adu?-t education) ai*e in any case already provided for in paragraph 12^9 of 
document 17 CA and parag^-^ph 1312 of document 17 C/5. The cultural develop- 
ment programme as it appeare in section of draft, dgcuments 17 CA and 
17 C/5 also includes a cert-»ln number of measures concerning the traJning of 
ciiltural activities organizers. The subject of the relationship between 
ctiltural development and life-long education will also be discussed at the 
intergovemmenta]. conferences on cultural policy which will continue to be 
organized at regional level. 

Recommendation 12 - Parent education 

Parent education is one of the priorities in the assistance afforded to the 
activities of Member States and non-governmental organizations which are 
provided for in paragraph 1^12 of doeijnent 17 C/5. 

Recommendation 1^ - Exchanges o f experience related to new intertrated 

education s ystems . 

This Recommendation is covered by the provisions of paragraphs 105V, IO58, 
1059, 1259 and 121*0 of document 17 C/h and paragraphs 1057, I508, IO62 and 
1308 of document 17 C/5, and also by paragraphs 1244 and 1246 of document 
17 C/4 and paragraphs 1311, 1363-1^9 and 3067-:5068 of document 17 C/5. It 
should be noted that in drawing up educational strategies and plans the 
Department of Planning and Financing of Education now takes a broad view of 
the situation including both formal education and out-of-school activities. 

Recommendation l4 - TOin gathering and processing of data 

The action suggested to Unesco by the first two provisions of this Recora- 
mend-xtion can be ur.dertaken within the framework of the research activities 
provided for in paragraph 1240 of document 17 C/4 and paragraph 1308 of 
document I7 C/5. 

As regards the gathering and treatmr^nt of statistical information, 
the Office of Statistics is preparing a guidebook for the collection of data 
on formal adult education in Member States. This guidebook will have to be 
tried out in a number of countries, however, before a permanent and world- 
wide data collection system can be established. 

In subsequent biennia the system for collecting statistics will be 
extended to the non-formal education of adults. 
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RecomnSendation 15 - Ref^onal seminars on the planning, financing and admin - 
istration of adult education; encouragement of com - ■ 
parative studies . 

The first provision of this Recommendation is covered by paragraph I251 of 
document 17 CA and paragraph 1315 of document 17 C/5. The Regional Offices 
for Education will be invited to take part in activities of this kind (see 
document 17 C/5, paragraph 1073). The second provision is covered by para- 
graph 1240 of document 17 C/k and paragraph 1308 of document 17 C/5. 

Recommendation 16 - International action against illiteracy 

The various provisions of this Recommendation are covered as follovs:

Litei'acy instruction in local languages (provision k) is a principle 
which has becom-j more or less a regular part of Unesco*s activities, and 
will continue to be developed, as provided for in paragraph 126? of docu- 
ment 17 C/k and paragraph 13l;5 of document 17 C/5. 

Reconmendation 17 • Regional institutes for literacy and adult education 

The new direction which, the Conference thought, should be given to the 
activities of ASFEX:, CREFAL and the Teheran Institute should be mentioned 
in documents 17 O/k (paragraphs 1269 and 1272) and 17 C/5 (paragraphs Y^S 
and 1352) • 



Negotiations with UNDP about its financial support to the two regional 
centres were begun well before the Tokyo Conference, and are continuing. 
However, ^heir success will largely depend on the support given to Unesco^s 
efforts by the governments of the Member States in the regions concerned. 
The possibility of establishing a new literacy centre in Africa has already 
been examined. With a view to finding an effective and flexible solution, 
it Is proposed- \;hat the Regional Office for Education in Dakar should form 
a mobile team.oJ* literacy specialists as from 1975 (cf. document 17 *CA, 
paragraph 1269). 

Recorranendation 18 - Polyvalent adult education centres 

This Recommendation covers the activities proposed in paragraph 1248 of 
document 17 C/h and paragraphs 131>13l4 of document 17 C/5. UNDP resources 
will also be available to Member States v/ishing to establish polyvalent 
adult education institutions, vriLthin the framework of Country Programming. 

Recommendation 20 - Research^gn te^ to the dissemination and use 

of audio-visua3. materials 



The activities provided for in paragraphs 4022-4024 of document 17 C/5 fully 
' cover the objectives of this Recommendation. 
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, Recommendation 22 - S tudy of new techniques for the education of nomadic 

populations . " " 

The education of adult nomad populaticiis is not expressly provided for in 
Unesco s Programme, although activities of this kind are planned for two 
countries (Sudan, Niger), as part of the literacy programme. Research 
into the use of modem techniques for the education of nomadic populations 
could be undertalcen in co-operation with the national bodies concerned, 
undor the Participation Programme (cf. document 1? C/5, paragraph ~k09'^) . 

Recommendation 2^ - International novnz for educational eciuiment . 

Unesco's programme provides for efforts to be r..:-xle to improve standardiza- 
tion in the production and use of materials (cf . document 1? C/k, par^agraph 
1147 and 17 C/5, paragraph 1217), including the unification and co-ordination 
of the development and use of new materials in the various organizations of 
the United Nations system. The qu.estion of establishing international 
standards appears to be a complex ohe, however, in view of the industrial 
interests at stake and- the restricted size of the educational market. How- 
ever, Natibnal Commissions and non-governmental organizations concerned 
could be consulted on the matter. 

-1-1^^ 'The^second provision of tbts Recommendation is covered by patagraphs 
1150, llk9 and 12:;,0 of document 17 C/k and paragraphs 1215, 1219 and 1220 
of document 17 C/5. 

Rfecommendation 2k - Promotion of books and other printed materials . 

In parn^aphs kp85'k091 and i|129 of Unesco's Draft Programme for 197>197i| 
(docujr.ent 17 C/5), various activities for the promotion of books are planned 
for tne developing countries, both for 2uch countries in general and for 
the various regions. The activities planned correspond very closely with 
the Proposals of this Recommendation. 

Recommendation 25 - The. r elationship be l-ween i nstitut-'o nalj^zgd_fldint^n^.n- 

tlon and informal a dul t learning with special' reference 
to the use of m^s media for edu c ational pvirposes . 

The relationship between institutionalized and informal adult education, 
and laore especially the education provided by modern information media, 
IS one of the priority themes of the action proposed in paragraph 1312 of 
document 17 C/5. An international meeting on this subject may be organized, 
if requested, either under the Participation Prograrmie or under the programme 
ot co-operation with non-govemmental organizations. 

The activities planned in paragraphs J1O7I, ^072, J|075 and J1O76 of 
document 17 C/5 also cover the points mentioned in this Recommendation. 

Recommendation 26 - aiie_traxisfor _of odn cational technoloev tn dpvplon in. 

countries 

The activities mentioned in paragraph 11^9 of document 17 C/k and paragraph 
1211 of document 17 C/5 are concerned with the problem of transferrS? 
educational techniques and adapting them to the technibal, economic and' 
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cultur?.! -ircvmtVnces of the developlns countries* In oarrj^ing out those 
activities, the special problems invc vcd in using these techniques for 
adult education v/ill be borne in mind. 

Heconiaicndation 27 - ^^g-^k ods an-i tec^nJgvep, research, (?qvelopTi^nt r nd 

e:-:porI r n 3nta ti on ♦ 

The research and experimental activity proposed by this Recommendation will 
receive Unerc-^s 3uppoi»t xmder the pi'ovisions of paragraphs I'^kO ^Uid 1243 of 
dociunant 17 C/h o:id raragraplis I308 and 1:512 of c-ocument 17 C/5. 

Kecoinmendation 28 - The .r8le of universities in adult education 

This Recoaimendation invites Member States to encourage universities to play 
a greater part in the training of specialists, in research into r^dult ed\rca- 
tion and in the implementation of adult education projects, ejid to co-.onerate 
more fully with existing adult education institutions, Unccco is requer-.tcd 
to bring its efforts to bear on the latter point • The Orgsaiization aP^r'^ady 
Dalies every effort to encourage higher education establishments to partici- 
pate in adult education within the framevjork of its adult education, literacy 
and higlier education programmes* It v/ill continue to do this, developing 
its action in the spirit of this Recommendation, as provided for particuJ.ai^ly 
m paragraphs 12i;0, 1252, 1261, 126S, 15;52 and IZ'JO cf dccracnt l7,C/U and 
paragraphs 1308, 1^15, 13^0, 13^2, IJ50 and 1^02 of document 17 C/5. 

Rer.crjnendation 29 - Trainin^g; adult education personnel . 

The measures which this Recommendation proposes that Unesco should undorttlce 
are covered: 

(a) in the case of training programaes, by paragraphs 1251 <^d 1252 
of document 17 CA f^d raragrr.ph 1?15 ci' document 17 C/5 (see 
also the comments on Reconimendation 28); 

(b) in the case of the promotion of sociological and p.-^ychological 
research, by paragraphs 12^:0 and I26I of document 17 CA and 
pa-ragraplis 1308 and IJhl of dccuncnt 17 C/5. 

Recommendation 5I - Hgbil1.2gtin n of the ed u cat ion al r esource s of th e com^ 

m^inity for adult educa tion * 

This is a statement of principles (recruitment cf adu].t educators from the 
environment in v/nlch they will- have to teach; participation of yo^»ng 
people in their community's educational activities) the application of 
which, the Conference felt, cught to be encouraged ty Unesco pai^ticuiarly 
at the level of training. Measures of this kind are provided for in the 
literacy programme (cf . document 17 CA* paragraphs 1262 and 12u8 and dv>ou- 
ment ]7 C/5, paragraphs l'^9 and 1351). Section 1.2it of documents 17 0/4 
and 17 C/5 (Acalt Education) deJ^ls more particularly with the provision of 
refresher courses for those already engf^ed in adult education and with the 
training of tnp-iovel specialists who could In their turn, and on a scale 
much greater than Unesco could plan for, undertake the training of teachers, 
for b.^jsic education. 
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Reccramendation 32 - International, cp-cp rration in the trr.i'.r.lr.,-^ of rd-alt 

Tae activities mentioned in paragrephs 1251, 1252-1269 and 1318 of document 
17 C/4 and par3grr.phr 1315, i:>52-1353 tn<}. IhLO of doouinent 17 C/5 deal with 
_ the t.-ainin5 of full-time adult education specialises." Care will be taken 
to see that the non-Govsmmental organizaticnc concerned are associated v/ith 
these activities. In addition, special arr;ungements coiild be made, at the 
raqueyl of the Member State;j concerned, to strengtnen thoss aspects of the 
operational projects for training educational cta'ff c.^^rled out by the 
Organization v.hJch are related to adult education. 

The establishment of permanent training institutes at regional level 
is a costly step which Une-co does not appear to be able to uncertrJcc at 
proi.ent. Efforts v/i-ll ncnscquontly be made to strengthen the trair/lng 
activities of the Regional Offices for Education (see comments relating to 
RecoEmendation 15). 

17. Modifications would have to be made in draft documents 17 C/h and 17 C/5 be- 
fore the following Reccmnendations could be taken Into consideration: 

Recommendation k - Learning o pijortnnUle^ ^ the und^mrf vLlf.g.; >ri 

In th.ls recommendation an important line of action is proposed as part of 
the Oi-sanization'c aotivities and one which has been amply represented in 
the past- in Unesco s programmes for eq'jalit:/ of access to education, literacy 
education for f^ral development, etc. This principle ought nevertheless to ' 
be emphasized still more by inserting it in the text of resolution 1.24 of 
document 17 C/5 (see the draft resolution at the end of this document) . 

Recommendation 7 - Pregarptlon of an irtemationp.l rpc-m^ L^n(j^tinn_nn_»jni t 

educat icn 

In accordance vdth the provisions of Article 3 of the Rules of Procedure 
concerning Recommendations and International Conventions covered by the 
terms of Article IV, paragr.-.ph k of the Constitution, it is px-oposed to 
prep:,ro a preliminai-y study of the technical and legal aspects of the pre- 
paration of an international instrument concerning the development of adult 
education -and to submit this -study to the Executive Board at its session to 
be held in the first half of lS^7h. The work plans for Section l.Pk in • 
draft documt-nts 17 C/k and 17 C/5 will consequently have to be raoiif,-.ed, as 
well as those in sub-chapter 5.I of documents 17 C/k and 17 C/5. 

Recommendation 30 - InstUutW^oagure;; f or the dcvolo yejrt, of internaticnp.l 

co-operation In adult education " 

Action taken by Member States to give effect to this Recommendation could 
receive support from Une-oco under tha Participation Prograinme (document 
il r!n P^'^^^^'J^J^ 1512) exid i.l?=o under pai-^graphs 3-'' 67-3168 of document 
17 C/4 and paragraph 3219 of rl-ioument 17 C/5. 

In addition, instead of updating the special studie? ii-iderta^on as p..n 
o. the preparations for the Q'hir-d International Conference on Adult Education 
Jcooa-nent 1, C/5, paragraph 1310), it is proposed .to continue publishing the 
information bulletin launched in 1972, so as to facilitate the circulation 
,.of succinct information concerning the professional problonis of adult 
education. 
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Recommendation 33 - Adult eduoation as a subject In International conferen nes 

on education ~ ~~" 

The view that there should be more opportunities for consultation about 
adult educational problems is a legltii.iate one. However, Iz will probably 
be a matter of seeing that topics concerning the specific problems of adult 
education ^e placed on the agenda" of regional conferences of Ministers of 
education and. on the agenda of the International Conferences on Education 
organized by IBE, rather than jf calling world conferences to deal with all 
the problems of adult education . 

Besides this, it would seem that document 17 C/k should be modified 
so as to provide for regional meetings to be convened during the 1975-1976 
and 19'rr-1978 biennla, at the rate of one conference per bienniuin, on 
themes relating to adult education. 



18. Conscious of the international community's growing needs in the matter of 
adult education, the Conference decided to entrust. Unesco with important 

tasks,, as is demonstrated by the discussions which took place in Tokyo and the 
Recommendations analysed above. Certain conditions are needed if these tasks 
are to be successfully carried out. 

19. If we are to do Justice to all the richness and complexity of the concept 

of adult education, it will probably be necessary in future to draw up the - 
Programme in a less analytical way and to reorganize the Secretariat so that it " 
reflects the overall approach which the profound interp«netration of problems 
renders advisable and which is desired both by the Member States and by the non- 
governmental organizations concerned. ' > 

20. Secondly, the necessary means will have to be fourd within the Organization's 
budget. As egards.the 1973-197^* biennium, the adjustments needed will be 

made within th^ limits of the Director-General's powers. 

21. Finally, if adult education is to have the means necessary to carry out 
its policy and if Unesco is to be able to fulfil the tasks which no other 

body is apparently able to accomplish, a real increase in future resources will 
be essential. These resources will not necessarily have to be fovr.d within the 
Organization's Regular budget alone. Provided that Member States effectiv.ely 
support Unesco's activities v.-hen applying to the UNDP authorities other funds could be 
made available in the course of Country Programming. Other sums as well, v/hich in 
certain cases could be more easily administered, might be added- to these from 
Punds-in-Trust. 
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22. After examination of this document, the General Conference may wish to adopt 
the follov/ing resolution:
